— Rhode- 
gia and Portugal will follow the 
lead of South Africa and prohibit 
the transfer of funds to Israel, the 


“Rhodesia Herald" reported yester- adds. 


day, The move will be the coun; 
tries’ response to Israel's donation 
of $2,800 to the OAU fund for free- 
dom movements. 


The “Herald” voiced regret at 
the development, and expressed -the 
hope that relations with Israel will 
improve in the near future. The 
paper added that Israel’s decision 
to make the donation shows the 
world's - concern for racial dis- 
crimination. 


In Cape Town, South African 
Finance Minister Nicolaas Diederichs 
said yesterday the South African 
ban on the transfer of funds to 
Israel would continue until more 
was known about the Israeli at- 
titude towards the Republic. 


Dr. Diederichs told journalists 
here the Treasury was attempting 
to obtain greater clarity on the 
Tsraeli attitude through the South 
African Department of Foreign 
Affairs. 


A spokesman for the South Af- 
flean Zionist Federation, in a state- 
ment issued on Monday night, said: 
“We express the confident hope, 
based on the Government's sym- 
pathetic understanding of the hu- 
mantartan purposes for which the 


funds are used, that the suspension 
will goon de lifted.”

Peking delegation 
going to Rumania 


HONGKONG (Reuter). — China is 
to send a high-powered delegation 
to Rumania, raising speculation that 
Premier Chou En-Lai will make 3 
long-awaited foreign tour this year. 
An invitation to send a Communist 
Party and Gdvernment delegation 
waa extended by Rumanian Presi- 
dent Nicolae Ceausescu, who ended 
a China tour last week. 


Ghina accepted but the date and 
level of the return visit are to be 
fixed later. The Chinese delegation 
could be led by the Prime Minister. 
A foreign tour by the 73-year-old 
Mr. Chou would be a logical ex- 
tension of Peking’s recent “ping 
pong diplomacy," observers said. 


‘Mr. Chou, once a regular globe- 
trotter, has not ventured out of 
China since Peking’s turbulent cui- 
tural revolution began in 1966, ex- 
cept for short trips to North Viet- 
nam and North Korea. If he goes 
to ‘Rumania, he will probably visit 
other countries as well 


There are several countries which 
would welcome a visit from him 
at this particular time, Among 
them are Pakistan, struggling 
through the ravages of recent fight- 
ing in its eastern region, and the 
African countries of Tanzania and 
Zambia where China is engaged in 
its most ambitions foreign aid 
project — a 1,866-kllometre rail- 
way costing £1698m. 


The greatest interest is focused 
on a possible trip to Rumania, be- 
cause of the Sino-Soviet dispute and 
a néw Chinese diplomatic offensive 
tn Bastern ‘Burope. 


President Ceausescu is known to 
be promoting the idea of a Sino- 
Soviet summit, possibly in Bucha- 
rest, to patch up a long-standing 
dispute over ideology and frontlers 
between the two Communist giants: 


China last year gave Rumania a 
long-term credit for industrial plants 


which some observers believe may 
be used to make arms. The loan 
agreement provides for the employ- 
ment of Chinese techniclans in Ru- 
mania during the building of the 
installations — giving Peking a 
physical foothold in ἃ Soviet dioc 
state. 

France, whose State P| 
Minister Andre Bettencourt visited 
Peking last year, 18 known to be 
eager also to play host to a high- 
level Chinese delegation. 

Premier Chov’s last extensive fo- 
reign tour was in 1966 when he 
visited Pakistan, Rumania and Al- 
banis. He last visited Africa in 1965. 

Meanwhile, Yugoslav Foreign Min- 
ister Mirko Tapava's week-long visit 
to China ended yesterday with the 
publication of a joint communique 
which stressed thet the principles of 
sovereiguty and territorial integrity 
should govern relations between all 
countries.

ON ‘HOLIDAY 
VILLAGE’ IN 
CAESAREA |

Wore hag begun on the build- 
Ing of a new bousing estate 
in Caesarea for South African im- 
ml, ts. The houses are being 
built ‘by Allied Gnvestors on behalf 
of an organization called Club 250, 
formed in Johannesburg to pro- 
mote aliya to Israel. 

The scheme involved getting 250 
potential settlers to sign up as 
members of a “club,” with the aim 
of their coming together and work- 
inng together to form an integrated 
community geared to the tourist 
industry in his country. To prove 
their bona fides, every applicant 
for membership in the Club had to 
deposit 50 rand, the equivalent of 
11250. The acheme was concelved 
by ‘Mrs, Hive Farson, and was taken 
up by Mr. Max Miodownik, of the 
South African Zionet NMederation, 
head of Its Ally2 Movement. Theore- 
tieally, the maximum number of 
“members” was set at 250, but, 
Mr, Miodownlk says, in reality they 
wll accept any number. Further- 


more membership is now not res- 
tricted to South Africans, but is 
open to any new immigrant. 

The sponsors aimed at building 
a new holiday village on the Me- 
diterranean coast. At first they 
thought of golug ag far north as 
Rosh Hanikra, later they negotiated 
for an area near Acre, then they 
heard that they coukd get what 
they wanted in Caesarea. 

The South Africans took πὸ 
chances, Instead of rushing blind- 
ly into the new project, they took 
the precaution of having ἃ feasi- 
bility study made by experts. Was 
the whole project possible econo- 
mically and socially? Would the 
settlers find work? Could a certain 
proportion work on the spot, and 
others go off to Haifa, Hadera and 
Tel Aviv? The report was very po- 
sitive. The completion of the new 
highway made both Haifa and Tel 
Aviv exsily accessible from Caesa- 
rea; commuting would be practic- 
able. From every pont of view, the 
experts said, Caesarea would make 
an ideal holiday resort, and settlers 
with a fair amount of capital to

TEL AVIV. — Yakhin-Hakal ig 
setting a series of new records 
this year, it was stated here this 
week by Mr. Michael Passweg, chair- 
man of the firm’s board, and by 
Mr. Binyamin Kaplan, director-ge- 
neral of the company.

poisoning himself

LONDON (AP).— A group of 
sclentists from the United States, 
Britain, France and Sweden, pre- 
dicts almost everyone in all the 
developed countries will be on daily 
drugs within ten years because he 
ig _over-anxious, overweight, over-in- 
dulgent or fears over-population. 

The group, including two Nobel 
prize-winners, has issued an appeal 
to the world’s best scientific brains 
to work out how to stop man slow- 
ly poisoning himself with non- 
essential medicines and drugs Plus 
food additives. 

The moving force behind the 
appeal is an American acientist, 
Peter Beaconsfiekt of Washington, 
D.C., who bas coined the o>hrase 
“internal pollution” to describe the 
problem. 

Beaconsfield, one of the world’s 
foremost experts on the long-term 
effects of drugs on the body, is 
currently doing research at the 
‘Royal Free Hospital in London. 

The two Nobel prize-winners who 
have joined ‘him in the , be-

The purpose of ‘the Jerusalem 
Foundation is to provide an instru- 
ment for the many friends of Jeru- 
salem, both abroad and in Israel, 
te contribute to the cultural, edu- 
cational and community life of Is- 
rael’s Capital, and to restore or pr2- 
serve its unique physical character 
These donations are above and be- 
yond those made to other national 
Jewish campaigns.

‘Panther’ fights

‘The High Court yesterday re- 
jected an application. by Panther lea- 
der Eddie Malka to compel the 
B Authority to brosd- 
cast the whole of an interview with 
Malka, only sections of which were 
fiven on the radio a fortnight ago.

The offensive section of the inter- 
view which was broadcast ran as 
follows: “As a Black Panther lea- 
der, if I get involved in an issue, 
a good deal of blood is likely to 
flow.” Mr. Malka claims that this 
was taken completely out of con- 
text. : 

Mr. Malka fought his own case 
in court, engaging in a spirited dia- 
logue with Justices Witkon, Etzioni 
and Kahn, on the legal position af 
the Broadcasting Authority. 

‘Mr. Malka claimed that the 
Authority had deliberately destroyed 
the tape of the interview after he 
had obtained an order nisi enjoining 
them to preserve it. When he sug- 
gested that this constituted con- 
tempt of court, the Authority's 
counsel, Dr. Michael Heshin, broke 
in: “The applicant is not standing 
now in Zion Square or at Panther 
headquarters. He should be careful 
how he talks.” The bench did rot 
accept Mr. Heshin’s objection.

The consumer price index rose by 
half ἃ per cent in May, so that it 
now stands at 117 points, the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics reported 
yesterday.
